The recent award made bv the joint 
Commission appointed to investigate 
the iiehery question between Canada 
and the United States, gave rise to a 
very warm discussion in the United 
States Senate. When the concurrent 
resolution came up for discussion on tlie 
31st ult. Senator Edmunds moved to 
amend it by inserting tlie words, 
"That if under the circumstances 
the ■.Groyenment o£ , Great Britain 
shall receive the sum of money- 
referred to, the provisions of the said 
treaty on the subject ouglit to be ter- 
minated at the earliest time consistent 
with the 33rd article of the said trea- 
ty." He argued that Congress should 
express the opinion that the awanl Avas 
excessivG.- ' Iminediately afterwards 
Senator Beck gave notice that when the 
bill in regard to the payment of this 
award should be taken up, ho would 
submit an amendment i)roviding for 
the payment of five and a half millions 
by tiie yPresident, &a, if the British 
Minister resident at Washington lays 
before him such evidence as in the 
opinion of the Attorney General ren- 
ders it certain the British Ministry and 
the Crown la-svyers decide the award 
was in strict accoi'dance with the law, 
and -would harebe^ n^arded by them 
as binding on the British Government if 
it had been adverse to their claim, and 
he should not direct the pay- 
ment of any pai't of the money 
until such decision is furnished, 
Tho amendment was opposed by Sena- 
tor Bayard; but Edmunds denied that 
there was anything like menace in his 
amendment. It was merely to express 
the just right of the n.ation to termin- 
ate the fishery provisions of the Treaty. 
England, he said, was a friendly power. 
She was in a critical condition at this mo- 
ment, yet, if the worst came in the 
present dilHculties, the United States 
-would exercise the greatest industry to 
preserve their honor and neutrality 
under tho Ti-eaty, so that hereafter 
there -would be no occasion for any 
citizen of her Majesty's Government to 
complain of the United States. Sena- 
tor K.ernan opposed the amendment 
and argued the only -way was for the 
■ XTnited States to bring the attention of 
her Majesty's Government to tho ques- 
tion involved, and if that Government 
said the award was a fair one, lie was 
in favor of paying it, and afterwards 
they could act as to the termination of 
the Treaty. Ho argued the Treaty of 
"Washington specially declared that in 
the case of the Geneva Tribunal of the 
Washington Commtssion, the nmjority 
should decide, but in establishing the 
Halifax Commission, no such authority 
was given to the mojority. He favor- 
ed the rei)ort of the Committee on 
Foreign Kelations to bring the matter 
to the attention of the Executive for 
further correspondence. Senator Conic- 
ling said if the award had been made 
properly, and the United States were to 
pay it, let them pay it in the manner 
in which a great nation should dis- 
charge an obligation. Other things 
cotdd be done afterwards, but ho would 
deal -with them by themselvea He 
wo-uld not make a tender to Great 
Britain, and say, there is the money, 
but if you take it, we will not abide by 
tho Treaty. Such an action would be 
simply to brandish in the face of Great 
Britain the intention on their part, upon 
her receipt of this money, to do a thing 
which they could not do now. Shoukl 
the resolution reported by the Com- 
mittee on Foi'eign Relations never pa.ss 
the Senate, he was not prepared to say 
any harm would come of it. The 
resolution - did not appropriate the 
money. It was a mere manifesto, and 
of itself had no practical eflect 
After further discussion Senator 
Edmunds submitted an amend- 
ment "That in tlie judgment of 
the two Houses the provisions of Arti- 
cles eighteen and twenty-one of tho 
Treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain, concluded in May, 1871, 
ought to he terminated at the earliest 
day consistent with the provision of 
Article thirty-three of the said treaty." 
He said the eighteenth article gave the 
United 'States the right of the inshore 
fishing, and the other article gave her 
|,r Majesty's subjects the right to bring 
' fish iiito the ITnited States free of du- 
ty. The amendment was ojiposed 
by Senator Oglesby, who said he 
had hoped Canada would at some time 
peacefully become part of tho United 
States, but this award business would 
sow the seeds of hatred and tho result 
would be Canada vrould become part of 
the United States by force. He char- 
acterized the award as an outrage. The 
Geneva award was less than the United 
States should have received. England 
perpetrated damages upon them to tho 
extent of hundreds of millions. She 
prolonged the war, misled and deceived 
i th^ South and pilfered and preyed upon 
the iTorth. They should deal with tho 
British empire as she deals with Bussia. 
By right of civilization Canada belong- 
ed under the protection of the Ameri- 
can flag. After further discussion, the 
amendment of Edmunds was adopted, 
and the concurrent resolution, approv- 
ing the recominbndationB' of the Com- 
mittee that tho President be author- 
ized to pay the award, after further 
correspondence, &c., was agi'ced to as 
amended by Senator Edmunds.

London, Juno 15. — Lord Salisbury, 
before going to Berlin, consulted with 
leading bankers about tho position and 
capabilities of Turkey, with a view to 
the establishment of a financial com- 
mission at Constantinople, similar to 
that now existing in Egypt. 

Tho Colonial office wishes Lord Puf- 
ferin to remain in Canada as Governor-

Beulin, June 15. — At tho formal 
opening of Congi-ess the plenipotentia- 
ries wore in full dress. Hereafter thoy 
will meet in ordinaryrattire. Bismark 
will leave Berlin in about ten days and 
neither Beaconsfield nor Gortschakofl' 
will await tho end of deliboration.s.

This year tlio largest run in 
May averaged thirty-two to tho boat, and 
Id^ylasi; year thirty-two and three-fourths 
to the boat. From May 15 to May 31, 
1877. tho^ average catch to each boat was 
twenty-nine fi. h; from May Ifi to May 28 
of this year tho catch averages thirty, with 
tho avorago now falling off. This Will 
bring it below last season. The above is 
from one of the largest caiuieiyinen's re- 
cord. The conviction is very strong tliat 
tho season this year will close considerably 
earlier than last yetir; indeed, we have not 
mot any one who tliinks difToront. If this 
bo the case tho canning will fall consider- 
ably below last year. "

The driver was compelled to 
throw up his hands, and while one of tho 
men covered hini with a revolver, the 
other proceeded to go through tho mail 
pouclies in search of registered matter. 
The Ashland, Beading, Sacramento and 
Central Pacific Railroad sacks were brok- 
en open and releavud of tho registered 
matter, of which there was considerable 
from otHcos soutli of Eoseburg. Wo be- 
lieve that a letter mail from British Col- 
umbia was on tho same stage. Wells, 
Fargo & Co. 's box was broken open ami 
robbed of its contents, a part of which 
wore known to bo three hundred dollars 
from Ashland. No matter known to be 
valuable is sent over that route from the 
railroads in either California or Oregon, 
so that people here need not fear the loss 
of registered packages.

The Iiulians 
have dumped tho freight shipped up tlie 
river all along tlie banks and returned to 
Wrangel. The Ctrappler passed the steam- 
ship California on June 12th live hours 
run from Wrangol, and the stern wheel 
steamer Nollio at Bella Bella on Friday, 
Juno 14th, all woU. Waiker Creek is re- 
ported as still frozen over. 

Mari.nb. — The stoamsliip California 
may bo expected to arrive hero frtim 
Wrangol about the 22nd inst. and will 
come into this harbor. Tha bark Don 
Nicholas arrived yesterday from San 
Francisco bound for Nanaimo. The bark 
Staghound anchored in Royal Roads from 
Burrard Inlet with 770,000 feet of lumber 
for Shanghao. Tlio bark Lady Lamiison, 
having taken on board about 50 tons of 
old iron, will leave this morning for Na- 
naimo to finish loading with coal for San 
IVanciaco.

Rail'ways- 



Editor Colonist: — Much of intorest 
to Brjtishor.s is contaiiisd in your lead- 
er of 1 3th inst. on tho projected narrow 
guago railway from Seattle to Wallii 
Wiillii, for convoyanco ocoanwards of 
the wheat of Eastern Oregon. Your 
editorial also alludes to tho undoniablo 
fact that tho cereal woalth of Westorii 
Oregon, or tho Willainotto Valley, 
coukl mo.st cheaply bo got to market by 
wiiy of Pugot Sound. 

'Phe almost incessant southern gales of 
last winter, besides temporarily imped- 
ing trnllic, have, deteriorated navigation 
across tho dangerous bar at tho ou- 
traiico of tho Columbia River, bad as 
that has hithorto boon. Tho south 
channel from Astoria to tho ocean is 
reported to have become shallower last 
winter and, as is well known to Oregon 
pioneers, the bar channels have within 
tho last forty years altered several 
times. 

Fuca Strait is undoubtedly the true 
aiul natural outlet to the Pacific Ocean, 
not only for all the State of Oregon and 
the territory of Washington, but for 
all the northern United States east of 
tlio Rockies, whence traffic oceanward 
to tho east is during winter impeded 
by tho freezing of rivers and lakea 
American future western ways by the 
north to the Pacific will be open, the 
year round, which is obviously a very 
important consideration, north as well 
as south of the 49th parallel of latitude. 
Man cannot profitably strive against 
Nature, either in railway opcn-ations or 
in any other of his mundane concerns. 

Beyond all comparison, the best com- 
mercial port inside Cape Flattery on the 
American side is Port Angeles on Fu- 
ca Strait. That harbor is in truth ac- 
cessible from tho ocean in all weathers 
— havens further inland are not. A 
case in point will provo this; 

Last autumn, as will by many bo 
nimoinbercd, the fogs in this quarter 
were not of such frequent recurrence, 
so intense, or so long continued, as has 
several times happened within the last 
twenty years. Neverthless, in Octo- 
l)cr 1877, the U. S. mail steamer Alas- 
ka, outward bound from Seattle to Es- 
([uimalt, was delayed forty-six hours in 
ililleront harbors, and lost time, besides, 
in moving at slackened speed from har- 
bor to harbor. Supposing, for argu- 
ment's sake, tho total time lost to have 
Ijcen sixty hours, locomotives, witli 
their cars, making clear of stoppagOH, a 
hundred miles in three hours, would, in 
tlio longer period of time named, bo two 
thousand miles advanced towards their 
eastern destination, if starting from Los 
Angeles; while an ocean steamer proceed- 
ing thence to Seattle would in such wea- 
ther barely make her port. Your readers 
can vary the calculation as they ple.iao, 
say, for instance, by estimating the time a 
sailing ship of the largest size, deeply la- 
don, and in such foggy weather as last 
October the Alaska encountered, of neces- 
sity, towed, would take from tho Fucji 
Strait abrost of Port Angeles to Seattle 
or vice versa. In such weather, would the 
attempt at towing bo ventured on in the 
narrow waters south of Fuca Strait ? 

The vast future importance to the 
Union of Port Angeles must have boon 
known at Washmgton long since. Soma 
fifteen years ago appreciation thereof 
was shown by President Abraham Lincoln 
and by Victor Smith, then on Puget 
Sound, tho confidential agent of the Fed- 
eral Government. Mr. Smith took up 
his residence at Port Angeles, where tho 
Custom House for Puget Sound was locat- 
ed. In 18G5 both these farsoeing men 
came to an untimely end, or tho Port 
would have had a very different aspect to- 
day. 

Suppose tho Portlandors, yielding to 
tho inevitable, besides extending a rail- 
way thence along the Columbia valley in- 
to the Walla Walla wheat country, wore 
to continue their present lino dnvn\ to tho 
most convenient point on tho Columbia 
river, for a car ferry to its right bank, 
having -thence railroad extension to Kala- 
ina, and that from Tenino — a station on 
the Kalama-Tacoma lino — extension was 
prolonged along tho base of the Olympic 
mountains, and by or close to tho heads 
of various inlets and harbors to tho termi- 
nus at Port .-VngoloH, Portland would ro- 
main the grotit inland railway centre and 
commercial entrepot, while Port Angeles 
would become as nature has intended, the 
great ao.aport of tho United States north 
of San Francisco. Cars laden with sacks 
of wheat in Walla Walla or Umpqua would 
bo emptied into ships' holds at Port An- 
geles, whence to the ocean the way is 
easy, easier in bad weather, aa reference 
to the best authorities will provo, than 
that from San Froncisco through tho Gold- 
en Gato to the sea. 

-Supposing again the North Pacific trans- 
continental Imo ended at Holmes Harbor, 
Whidby Island, it, by <air forty boat, 
could in fog from Port To^vnsend toEbey's 
landing, W.T. , about four miles — and in 
clear weather from the same port to 
Holmes Harbor, fifteen to twenty miles, 
communicate with tho Portland and Fuca 
Strait line to Angeles above referred to. 

Bo it remembered that from August to 
November inclusivOjjwheii fogs most usu- 
ally occur, is the seasoii wHen shippers are 
tho most desirous of getting wheat speedi- 
ly to market. ' Obbbbvbr.

It is a little too soon to attempt a 
botanical garden in the usual accepta- 
tion of the term — taking it to moan 
an exhibition of rare, beautiful and 
useful members of tho vegetable king- 
dom from all parts of world, tropical 
and temperate, thus involving the use 
of glass structures and stoves with their 
necessary attendanta 

A good beginning -would be to set 
apart a jiortion of the public property 
to tho north of Ikacon Hill a.s a recept- 
acle for growing specimens of tho flora 
of British Columbia oiilj', proviHions to 
be made for representatives of her trees, 
ornamental shrubs, foms, rock jiiants, 
ifec. This ])roject would bring our 
country to a focus, botanicnlly .speak- 
ing. Sun'oyors, pros])ectors, explorers 
and others would gladly contribute 
specimens of plant.s or seeds which they 
find, or arranj^e with settlers to forward 
any such. Such an exhibit as is here 
proposed, in addition to being pleasing 
to ourselves, would interest Ktrangors 
and perhaps lead to many of our 
botanical treasures bpconiing articles of 
e.xport or being sent in exchange for 
natives of other countries. 

After the first expense of laying oat 
tho grounds, itc, the care of such a 
placo would cost very little, ovorytliiug 
being hardy and native to tho country 
would take 'care of itself; loss meddling 
tho better. 

It now remains for tho ranger of 
Beacon Hill Park, whoever he is, to 
take the initiative.

Without 
favoring any party, either Dominion or 
Pro'vdncial, but studiously favoring tho 
separation of Dominion and Provincial 
politics, he has been of tho greatest 
service to his Govoimment and to the 
country, his intimate knowledge of our 
allairs eiiiinontly qualifying him for tho 
position which he filled and adorned. 
TTio social duties devolving upon tho 
Governor have been discharged with 
liberality and consistency, Mr. Tilley'a 
temperance principles never having 
been coinj)romisod under any circum- 
stances.

Toronto's oldest inhabitant, Mr. 
Isaac White, was seized with a paraly- 
tic stroke on Monday, and is now on 
tho point of death. Mr. ^\^uto came 
hero in 1794, tho year in which "mud- 
dy little York" was surveyed. 

In 1835 Sir Francis Head was nomina- 
ted Governor of Upper Canada. He thus 
relates one of his earliest experiences. 
"Within a week after my arrival in 
Toronto I had to receive an address 
from the Speaker and Commons House 
of Assembly, and on incjuiring in what 
manner I was to perfonn my part in 
the ceremony allotted to me, I waa in- 
formed that I waa to sit very still on a 
scarlet chair with my hat on. The first 
half was evidently an ea.sy job, but the 
latter part was really revolting to my 
liabits and feelings; and as I thought I 
ought to try and govern by my head, 
and not by my hat| I felt that tho 
former would riaic nothing by being for 
a few minutes divorce<l from tlio latter; 
and accordingly I determined, with 
white gloves, to hold the thing in my 
hands; and several of my English jiarty 
quite agi-eed with me in thinking my 
project not only an innocent but a vir- 
tuous act of common courtesy; however, 
I ventured to mention my intention to 
an Upper Canadian, and never shall I 
forget tho look of silonfc scorn with 
which ho listened to me. I really quite 
quailed beneath the reproof, which, 
without the utterance of a word, and 
after scanning mo from head to foot, his 
mild, intelligent, faithful countenance 
read to me, and which but too clearly 
expressed, "What! to ]mrchase five 
minutes' loathsome ])opularity will you 
barter ono of tho few remaining prero- 
gatives of tho British Grown'). Will 
you for the vain hope of conciliating 
insatiable democracy meanly sell to it 
ono of the distinctions of your stationl 
Miserable man! beware! before it be too 
late, of surrendering piece-meal that 
which it is your duty to maintain, and 
for which, after all, you will only receive 
in exchange contumely and contempt " 
I remained for a few seconds as mute 
as my Canadian Member, and then, 
without taking any notice of the look 
with which he had been chastising mc;, 
I spoke to him on some other subjects; 
but I did not forget the jticture I had 
seen, and accordingly my hat was tight 
enough upon ray head when the Speaker 
bowed to it; and I shall ever feel in- 
debted to that man for tho political 
lesson which he taught ma" — English 
Papa:

It will bo a bitter and dangerous 
thing to draw back now from the great 
prize so nearly attained, at which Russia 
has been unconsciously aiming tsver 
since the rudo ships of hor rod-haired 
barbarians clashed with tho gidloys of 
tno Byzantine emperors in tho Bospho- 
rus a thousiind years .igo; but it may 
bo more bitter and more dangerous to 
be flung back now from that prize ile- 
feated and bleeding, only to see the 
.southern Sclavs and tho detested Greek 
consolidated into independent states 
against hor will and by other hands 
than her.s. Yet this must be tho issue 
of an unsuccessful war with England in 
tho actual condition of tho East And 
when the financial strength of England 
is fully called out to support such a war, 
as a war with Russia for tno control 
of tho Eastern question must inevitably 
bo, Russia, oven though unexhausted 
by such a sore struggle as sho has just 
waging, may well hesitate to grajjplo 
with sinews ao tremendous. A jiaper 
has just bec.i laid before the Statistical 
Society in England by Mr. Gillen, in 
which tho sul)jeets of the wealth of 
England and of tho recent accumula- 
tions of capital in tho United Kingdom 
are considered carefully and at length, 
and with results which have startled 
even those Englishmen who had thought 
themselves most familiar with the 
financial history and condition of their 
country. Mr. GiQ'en finds, for example, 
in regard to growth of capital in Great 
Britain, that in ten years between 18G5 
and 1875 the capital of the country was 
increased by the enormous sum of 
£2,400,000,000, or about twelve thou- 
sand million of dolhir.s. In 1865 tho 
capital of tho onipire was XG, ICQ, 000,- 
000. In 1875 it was £8,500,000,000. 
In other wordSjEngland has been acltling 
to hor capitalized wealth or her national 
estate at the tremendous rate of .£210,- 
000,000, a year. And whereas the 
gross assessed income of Great Britain 
at the beginning of the century, when 
she was carrying on her great wars 
with Napoleon I., was but £115,- 
000,000, and in 1855, at the time 
of the Crimean war. was but 
£308,000,000, it had ri.sen in 
1865 to £390,000,000, and in 
1875 rose to £571,000,000. These 
figures, as Mr. Giffen says, are "be- 
wildering"in their amounts, and nothing 
in the way of political economy can be 
more important than & tliorough inves- 
tigation of the causes which have led to 
such colossal results. . But it is from the 
point of view of their bearing upon 
England's power of offensive warfare 
alono that wo now allude to them. 
When we consider that tho capitalized 
value of the income derived from capital 
in England now represents aa nearly 
as may be eleven times tho amount of 
the British national debt, and makes 
that debt, in all sobernoss a mere "flea- 
bite," it is evident that no power in the 
world can be compared us to its resources 
for modem warfare with Great Britain. 
More than ever now, money is the 
essential nerve of war, and it certainly 
behooves an einpii-o such as Russia, 
already at the end of her disposable 
revenues, to think more than twice be- 
fore she engages herself seriously in a 
war of an essentially vague character, 
upon issues -equally vast and undefined 
with a power which during tho single 
decade from 1865 to 1875 has added to 
its wealth enough to enable its people 
to pay their whole existing national 
debt, three times over, and yet remain 
as rich, individually, as tliey were ten 
years agol — iV. Y. World.

The British Government tendered a 
public funeral for Earl Russell and in- 
terment in Westminster Abbey; but 
Lady Russel has declined tho proposal 
for the burial of the deceased statesman 
in Westminister Abbey, as tho will 
directs that tho remains be interred in 
the family vault, Buckinghamshire. 

Tho Right Hon. Russell Gurney, 
member of Parliament for Southanijiton, 
and recorder of London, is dead. He 
was a son of tho late Sir John Gurney, 
one of tho Barons of the Exchequer, 
born at Norwood Surrey, in 1804, and 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge 
(B. A. 1826), was called to tho bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1828, made a Q. 
C. in 1845, appointed Recorder of Lon- 
don in 1856, and one of tho Commis- 
sioners to inquire into tho disturbances 
in Jamaica in Jan., 1866. He was 
elected one of tho members in tiie Con- 
servative interest for Southampton in 
July, 1865, and was sworn a Privy 
Councillor Juno 12, 1866. In Aug., 
1871, Mr. Gurney, at tho request of the 
Government, went to the United States 
to settle tho legal details of the Treaty 
of Washington. In 1874 he succeeded in 
passing through the House of Commons 
the Public . Worship Regulation Bill, 
one of the most important measures of 
tho session, which had been introduced 
into tho House of Lords by the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury and York. 

The report of the Copyright Commis- 
sion will shortly be published.
